And the ſame Statute alſo authoꝛtzeti 
the giuing of other Directions , as vnto them koꝛ the pzeſent neceſſity, ſhall ſeeme good in their 
diſtretions. It is therefoꝛe vpon ſpeciall conſideration thought very expedient, foꝛ the pꝛeuen⸗ 
ting and auoyding ofthe inlection of Sickenes (ik it ſhall pleaſe Almightie God) which is now 
dangeroully diſper ſed mto many plates within the Citie and Suburbs of the ſame: that theſe 
Officers following be appointed, and theſe Oꝛders hereafter pzeſcribedbe duly obſerued.

ding ofthe infection, and will not be auoyded, notwithſtanding any oꝛder that hath becne 

=. giuentothe Contrary : Jtistherefoze now oꝛdered, that ſuch Conſtables and others, whome 

this matter may any way concerne,voetakeſpeciall care, that no wandzing Begger be ſuffered 

| inthe Strectes ofthis Citie, in any faſhion oꝛ manner whatſoeuer, vponpaineof the penaltie 
pꝛouided by the law, to be duly and ſeuerely executed von them. 


| Hat all Plaies, Bearebaitings, Games, Singing of Ballads, Buckler-play, oꝛ ſuch like 
T cats of Aſſemblies o people, be vtterly pꝛohibited, and the parties offending, ſeuerely 
puniſhed, by any Alderman oꝛ Ju ſtice of the Peace. 


Tipling T hat diſoꝛderly tippling in Tauernes, Alehouſes and Sellers, be ſeuerely looked vnto, as 
houſees. the common ſinne ot this time. and greateſt occaſion of diſperſing the Plague: and where 
any ſhall be found to oſtend, the penalty of the Statute to bee laide vpon them with all 
| wy cueritie. ; 0 
And foꝛ the better execution of theſe oꝛders, as alſo foꝛ ſuch other directions as ſhal be need- 
full, It is agreed that the Juſtites ofthe Citie and the Counties adiopning doe meete together 
once in tenne dayes, eyther at the Seſſions houſe without Newgate, oz ſome other conuement 
place, to conferre of things as ſhall be needtull inthis behalle. 
And euerp perſon negletting the duety required, oz willingly offending againſt any Article 
oꝛ claule,containedin theſe Oꝛders, he to be teuerely puniſhed by impziloument,oz otherwile, 
as by law he ought.
